W ash in g to n , April 
3.— Nationaliza­ 
tion of th e c o u n t r y ’s coal mines w a s 
“ serio usl y su g g es ted ’’ to congre ss to ­ 
day by J o h n L. Lewis, pres ident of the 
United Mine W o rk e r s, a p p e a ri n g be­ 
fore the house labor c om m ittee which 
is seeking a solution of the present 
strike. 
Nationalization. L e w is told the c om ­ 
mittee, is the inevitable rem ed y for the 
ills of the coal situ atio n which he said 
the o p e ra t o rs have re fused to remedy. 
“T he mine w o r k e r s .’’ 
Lew is 
said. 
“ I ive been waiting with ever growing 
im pati ence *' _ a n u m b e r of y e a rs h op­ 
ing to he able to see some signs that 
th e op e ra to rs w e re a w a k e n in g to a 
real izat io n of thei r duties, but so far 
no thing has been accom plished. 
And 
so m ine w o rk e rs say that th e r e now 
seem s to he no hope except through 
nationa li zati on. 
N o re m e d y ha s been 
offered by o p e ra t o rs a n d in default of 
an y oth er rem edy, th e mine w orke rs 
serio usly sugge st that the gov ernm ent 
ta k e over and operate, the mines. 
“W e do not do this th r o u g h any m is­ 
chievous or w anton spirit. 
We have 
TIO desire to 
a dvocate 
ir re me dia ble 
steps in any direction, but we see that 
it is inevita ble that soone r or later the 
g o v e r n m e n t m u s t ta ke the step of n a ­ 
tionalization bec a use w e have finally 
given up all hope of relief from the 
o p erators, and convince d as we are 
t h a t it is a step in the right direction, 
we u rg e its consideratio n upon con­ 
gress. 
“ If the o w ne rs will not set their 
house in order, tile public m u s t step 
in an d enforce o rd e r because in a 
dem oc ra cy such as this, no set of men. 
w h e t h e r in the r a n k s of la borer or of 
c a p i t a l i s m , can he 
allowed 
p e r m a ­ 
n e n tly to main a public n u is an ce .” 
Wit h respect to the se t tl e m e n t im ­ 
mediate ly of th e exis ti ng strike. Lewis 
a g a in held out the olive b r a n c h to the 
o perators. 
Ile said the m i n e r s are re a dy to 
meet the op e rato rs at a n y time to ne­ 
go ti ate a new w age ag re e m e n t, and 
th u s end the coal strike. 
L ew is said the m i n e r s would wel­ 
co me an im partia l and judicial inves­ 
tigation th a t would reveal the facts 
re g a r d in g the coal busine ss, profits, 
o p e ra tin g 
practices, 
in d u s trial 
re l a ­ 
tions. 
Any investi gati ng body created 
by c ongress should “he free from po­ 
litical equation, and th e mine w o rk ­ 
e rs should be given a d e q u a t e r e p r e ­ 
sen tati on th e r e o n ,” he said. 
After reviewing the c ir c u m sta n c e s 
leading up to the p r e s e n t tie-up, the 
m i n e r s ’ chief said: “ In both fields the 
su spensio n of w ork is in realit y a lock 
out and not a strike. 
In both it is 
m a d e inevitable by the actions of the 
o perators. 
T he difference between the 
two is t h a t in the b itum inous fields 
th e op e ra to rs have a r r o g a n t l y refused 
to fulfill obligations th a t should be 
sacred lo them, and ha ve dem ande d 
th at labor be r e g a r d e d a s a c om m od­ 
ity, and tam ely subm it to a fixation of 
its w age t h r o u g h th e so-called law 
of supply and de m a nd, th rough the 
exercise of in dustrial strife and dis­ 
tr ess, th r o u g h the p r e s s u r e of hu n g e r 
on th e one side, an d u n re s tra i n in g 
greed on the other. 
“ In the a n th r a c ite field the o p e ra ­ 
to r 
a re ca rr y in g out th e ir a g re e m e n t 
to ente r into conferences, 
b u t 
say 
there must 
a suspensio n until it 
ca n be de te rm ined w h e re the wage 
ra t e s for the ensuing t e r m a re to he 
fixed. 
“The mine w o rk e rs re g r e t more than 
a n y o n e else the necessity for a s u s ­ 
pension of work. AVe have done every­ 
th ing h u m a n l y possible to avoid the 
suspension.

money personally for any purpose in the campaign; he was serv­ 
ing his country in the United States navy, and was not in the 
state at all during the campaign. 
The money was contributed and 
spent by Ins friends. 
Mr. Newberry and IOO others w ere indicted under a state 
law, but the .indictments were quashed by a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court. 
One of the men indicted with Mr. New­ 
berry was subsequently elected Secretary of State by 500,000 m a­ 
jority, running 120,000 ahead of his ticket. 
That shows what 
the people of Michigan thought of the charges against Newberry 
and his friends. 
The campaign against Newberry is described by Senator 
Spencer, of Michigan, as “ the worst case of persecution he had 
ever heard of.” 
He says IOO paid agents ransacked the whole 
state for evidence, a t a cost of from $400,000 to $000,000 to 
the government.

The alertness of the Shipping Board is further demonstrated 
by the fact that a ship is kept at the port of New York all the 
time with steam up, and machinery and hull in perfect condition, 
ready to sail at a moment’s notice. The official in charge of opera­ 
tion at the New York office is thus able to take care of a large 
cargo at any time. 
The low point in activity of Government ships was reached 
about three months ago. 
At that time 410 vessels were in com­ 
mission. 
The number is now 454. 
In the next few months, it is 
expected that the gain from the low point will be as much as 35 
per cent.

T he AITKIN county farmers are waking up and have decided 
to form a land-clearing association similar to those in Beltrami and 
Itasca counties, to speed up the work of development. 
Much land 
has been individually cleared in the county, but the rate of prog­ 
ress is far too slow to suit the average farmer. 
A. VV. Jacob, 
the county agent, estimates that the present rate of individual 
clearing would mean that it would take over 800 years to place 
the timber lands of the county under cultivation. 
Acting in cooperation with the D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
University of Minnesota, the Aitkin County Land Clearing Asso­ 
ciation will be organized at an all-day meeting in Aitkin on 
Tuesday, April 4. Quite an elaborate program has been arranged 
for the entertainment of visitors, which will include a big dinner 
and addresses by well known speakers. 


PROTECTION OF AMERICA* WHEAT 


T elegraphic advices from Washington announce that the 
Senate Committee has decided to impose a duty of 30 cents a 
bushel on wheat in the new permanent tariff bill. 
This is an in­ 
crease of 5 cents over the rate imposed under the Fordney bill, and 
it is asserted that the rate is so high that it virtually will shut out 
Canadian and Argentine wheat importation. 
The victory in this 
increased duty on wheat is credited to the farm bloc in the 
Senate.
